Gov. Nathan Gordon said today 
he would bow out of politics al 
the end of this, his ninth term 
as lieutenant governor. 


Gordon said he would return 


to his law practice in Morrilton. 


"I had been intending to an- 


nounce 
this but I have been 


busy and did not get around to 
it," Gordon told newsmen today 
at the state Capitol. 


"I wanted to give people time 


to make up their minds about 
getting into the race," he said. 


Gordon said he has no plans 


to seek any political office at 
any time in the future. 


Gordon, 47, was first elected 


to the state's second highest of- 
fice in 1946 and his first term 
began in 1947. 


He has been re-elected regu- 


larly since then. His 
present 


term expirs next January. 


Gordon 
reminded 
nevysmen 


that during the last session of 
the legislature he had said "that 
I would not be back unless I 
changed my mind and I have 
not changed my mind." 


The chief duly of the lieuten- 


anl governor is presiding over 
the state Senate. Gordon will do 
this job at an upcoming special 
legislative session on voter reg- 
istration. 


Gordon received his law de- 


gree in 1939 and practiced until 
1941 when he entered the Navy. 
He received the Congressional 
Medal of Honor during Warld 
War II and was discharged as 
a lieutenant commander in Oc- 
tober 3945. 


He was a member of the Ar- 


kansas Workmen's Compensa- 
tion Commission from October 
1945 until early in 1946.

ance program be financed in

effort to reach a final vote Sat- 
urday night. 


Republicans, who had hoped 


to leave town for the start of a 
week of politicking at Lincoln 
Day rallies, tried to keep the 
House in session all night, il 
necessary, to pass the bill. They 
failed, 169-159, to keep the legis- 
lative session going and then 
lost 220-175 when they tried to 
block adjournment.

Selves Proud

INNSBRUCK, Austria (AP)— 


This was the Winter Olympics 
(hat 
was 
salvaged 
for 
the 


United Slates by a second .place 
finish. 


When the Los Angeles Dodg- 


ers finished second in 1962, they 
locked their dressing room uoor 
for an hour, and brooded all 
winter. 


But 
Ibis 
time 
the 
second 


place, plus a third place, came 
in men's skiing. 


For Americans to do that is 


something 
like 
asking 
the 


Austrians to organize a lootball 
team, send away to Pete Hozell 
i'or a book of rules and enter a 
team in (he NFL. And then lose 
to the Green Bay Packers, 7-6. 


The skiing medals gave the 


United States a total of six for 
the games, or twice the number 
of U.S. athletes who were ar- 
rested. 


There were times during the 


games 
when the police, and 


especially the ushers at the big 
ice stadium, seemed to be out 
to give lliu wartime S.S. a good 
name. 


They shoved and mauled in- 


nocent bystanders ranking all 
the way from newsmen to the 
Aga Khan. 


"He may be a prince to some 


people, but to me he didn't have 
a pass," said one snarling ush- 
er, after he barred the door to 
the Aga Khan, who had a date 
inside with the Shah of Iran. 


It may well take Innsbruck 20 


years to live down the way the 
boys on the force behaved. 


There were goodly crowds 


throughout the games, although 
that might not mean too much. 
Innsbruck is a venerable old 
place, with about 100.000 people, 
but there isn't much to do. 


The whole town will turn out 


to watch a busted water main. 


The Russians were the big 


winners, for the third time in 
a row. They got 11 gold medals, 
but the girls won "seven. One 
other came in pairs figure skat- 
ing and one in hockey, leaving 
two for the men in races. 


Most of the Soviet medals 


came in sports that are about as 
fascinating to American as the 
apple bobbing championship of 
East Lima, Ohio. 


Jean Saubert, a serious girl 


from Oregon with an urchin hair 
cut and an urge to join the 
Peace Corps, won a silver and 
a bronze medal in women's ski- 
ing. 


The only American gold medal 


came in speed skating, where 
Terry McDermott, who handles 
the shears in the third chair of 
a barber shop in Bay City, 
Mich., won the 500 meters. 


Scott Allen of Smoke Rise. 


N.J.. who was 15 two days ago, 
won a bronze medal in figure 
skating. He w;is the youngest 
skating medal winner in winter 
Olympics history. 


Billy Kidd of'Stowe. Vt.. and 


Jimmy Heuga of Tahoe City, 
Calif., won the medals in men's 
skiing. 


Then, to the great relief of 


local authorities, they got the 
Olympic flame out 'before it 
started a brush fire. 


With the lack of snow in Irns- 


bruck. the gas-fed flame had 
been a distinct lire hazard for 
12 days.

Billy Kidd 
of Slowe, Vt., won the silver 
medal and Jim Heuga of Tahoe 
City, Calif., the bronze. Those 
were the first American medals 
in men's skiing in Winter Olym- 
pic history.

stayed fair and snowless, and 
the ski runs had to be hand- 
packed with snow brought in 
from neighboring valleys. There 
never was any snowfall for the 
games.

Pack 
Army Food 
I m proving 


By MARTHA COLE 


WASHINGTON (.AP) — Army' 


researchers have talked of how 
they could put a fried chicken 
leg—just like mother used to 
cook—in the back pocket of ev- 
ery soldier in a foxhole. 
'; 


It isn't as fantastic as it 


sounds. 


Ten years of research on pre- 


serving food by radiation is be- 
ginning to bear fruit—meat and 
potatoes, too. But there's more 
research to be done before pur- 
chase of such items in super- 
markets 
becomes 
common- 


place. 


The Food and Drug Adminis- 


tration has approved irradiated 
bacon and is expected to ap- 
prove, within the next month, 
irradiated potatoes for which an 
application is pending. Applica- 
tions are pending, too, for irra- 
diated oranges and lemons. 


Irradiation to preserve food is 


done by gamma rays or electron 
beams. It's the kind that doesn't 
stay on to leave any lingering 
radio-activity—it kills decaying 
agents and moves on. 


FDA approval means that the 


irradiated 
food 
items 
are 


stamped safe for human con- 
;umption. 


Researchers have talked of 


these advantages, among oth- 
ers, of irradiation to preserve 
food : 


A farmer could virtually elim- 


inate spoilage by giving his 
fruit a dose of radiation as soon 
as it is harvested. 


A housewife could buy a ham, 


chicken or turkey and keep it on 
the pantry shelf for months. 


Commercial fishermen could 


triple the shelf life of certain 
fish and other seafoods by giv- 
ing them a dose of radiation and 
storing them at one degree 
above freezing. 


The American soldier any- 


where in the world could get 
food that tastes like the fresh 
item back home. 


The Army has done extensive 


research at its Natick, Mass., 
Food Preservation Library to 
find good field rations for its 
men. 


Will radiation processing re- 


place established methods such 
as canning and freezing? 


No, says Anthony A. Bertasch, 


head of the government's inter- 
departmental committee on ra- 
diation preservation, of food. 


"It's 
like everything else in 


an expanding economy and a 
growing population—it's not go- 
ing 
to 
displace 
anything," 


Bertsch said in an interview. 


Estimates are'that it won't hit 


the commercial market until 
about 1970.
